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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK HNDING APRIL 27, 1954 


Rast of the Great Plans warm, Snowery weather favored maximum 
crop growth and all farm activities made good progress. Rainfall 
totals for the week exceeded an inch in nearly all the central 

and upper Mississippi Valley, most of the Florida Peninsula, and 
in scattered sections in the Ohio Valley and Northeast, and one- 
half inch in most of the remaining eastern areas. 


In the Great Plains rainfall amounts ranged from none at all in the 
southeastern third of Texas to over an inch in eastern portions of 
Oklahoma, Kansas, and Nebraska. Crops were benefitted in most 
areas, and stock water supplies were improved in Oklahoma and 
Kansas, 


In the Rocky Mountain and Pacific States only light scattered showers 
occurred. Rain is badly needed in the Plateau region as far north 

as southern Idaho. Rains are also needed in the Columbia River 
Basin to replenish topsoil moisture which was depleted by drying 
winds during recent weeks. 


The week was abnormally cold near the Canadian Border west of the 
Great Lakes, with average departures for the week ranging up to 10° 
in northern Montana. Freezing occurred in this area on most nights, 
and on the 2Oth about 5 inches of snow fell in north-central North 
Dakota, 


Elsewhere in the Nation temperatures averaged well above normal 
for the third consecutive week. Average weekly departures ranged 
up to 10° in the Midwest and Middle Atlantic States. Maxium tem- 
peratures in the 80's were recorded throughout the week in most 
southern areas east of the Rockies, and occasionally almost to the 
Canadian Border, Syracuse, N.Y. reported 87° Emporium, Pa, 
88°, and Cleveland, Ohio 85° on the 2lst, Omaha, Nebr. 91” on 
the 25th, Chicago, Ill. 85° and La Crosse, Wis. 82° on the 26th, 
Summary Supplied by U.S. Weather Bureau).

GRASSHOPPERS - KANSAS - Numerous nymphs, probably Melano- 
plus, observed in fields in southeastern area, (Matthew), ARIZONA- 
Five to 6 nymphs per 100 sweeps in alfalfa on Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. 
Coop. Rept.). UTAH - Hatching in small numbers rather generally 
in Grand, San Jaun, Emery, Carbon, Utah, Salt Lake, Tooele, 
Weber, Davis,Box Elder and Cache Counties. Hatch estimated 

1 to 5 percent complete, Nymphs unusually abundant 100 per square 
yard in areas of Millard County. (Knowlton), 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - IOWA - Results 

of spring infestation survey showed average of 4, 183 live borers 

per acre of oats--the survey having been limited to oat fields as 

such fields werethe only areas where sufficient stalks are left for 
examination. The count compares with 1, 759 live borers per acre 

of oats in 1953, Apparently build-up evidenced last year has con- 
tinued. With favorable weather at pupation and egg-laying time, 

Iowa may again have a very heavy infestation. (Craig), MARYLAND- 
Pupation well along on Eastern Shore. Ten percent in Frederick 
County April 23, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - KANSAS - Infesting wheat 
in several counties. Heavy infestations in southeast Ellis County 
and in fields near Abilene, Dickinson County. (Matthew). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - ILLINOIS - 
Average of approximately 0.7 aphids per sweep in eastern, east- 
southeast and southeast areas. (Decker). KANSAS - Small numbers, 
from 5 to 20 aphids per 25 sweeps, on wheat and barley in north 
central counties, (Matthew). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - TEXAS - Light infestation on 
wheat in Deaf Smith and Randall Counties. No damage. Many lady 
oeetles present. (Daniels). KANSAS - Infestation in several counties, 
but extremely light so far as known. Heaviest population (50 per foot 
of row) found in eastern Dickinson County. Parasites and predators 
apparently adequately controlling.

From 8 

to 14 bugs per 25 sweeps. (Matthew). TEXAS - Light to medium, 

one to 5, per plant on corn in two fields in Oe County. Most 

fields free, (Garner), 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - NORTH CAROLIN/A- 
Noted on corn in Duplin, Bladen and Wayne Counties. Average of 

2 per plant. (Scott), ILLINOIS - Average of 0,56 per sweep in 
grassy roadsides and wheat in east southeast, 0. 2 in southeast and 

1,1 in eastern area, (Decker). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Laphyqma exiqua) - ARIZONA - Infesting 
young corn in one field in Yuma Valley. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - LOUISIANA - Heavy gen- 
eral infestations on corn, soybeans, and clovers. Distribution gen- 
eral over most of State with larval counts of 101 per 100 sweeps in 
white clover in Bossier Parish, 208 per 100 sweeps on crimson 
clover in Claiborne Parish and an average of one larva per 3 soy- 
bean seedlings from Avoyelles Parish, Infestation also heavy 

and general in East Baton Rouge Parish. (Newsom, Roussel, Burns). 
TEXAS - Heavy local infestation in tassels and buds of corn in Nueces 
County, Ninety-eight percent of plants affected with 3 or more ear- 
worms each. (Nolan). From 7 to 151 eggs and 0 to 4 young larvae 
per 100 corn plants in some fields in McLennan County. (Parencia). 
ARIZONA - Taken from flax at about 20 per 100 sweeps in one 

field in Yuma Valley. Second to fourth instars. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - DELAWARE - Small moth 

flight at lights near Newark April ll. (Late News). NORTH CAROLINA- 
Moths observed at lights at Raleigh about April 8 or 10. (Mitchell, 
Jones), SOUTH CAROLINA - Prevalent. Not hard to find larvae 

or damage. Damage to rye heads in one area, (Nettles). MISSISSIPPI- 
Surveys in Bolivar and Washington Counties show that armyworms 
average 7,2 per square foot in oats and barley, 3.2 in wheat and 

0 per square foot in pastures. Twenty-four adults collected at 

lights compared to 86 last week. (Dunnam), LOUJSTANA - Larvae 
heavy on oats in Morehouse and Richland Parishes. (Cockerham). 
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TENNESSEE - Occurring in Middle Tennessee. Appears widespread 
and in considerable numbers. Larvae very small; first found 

April 20 in Rutherford County. Unconfirmed report of infestation 

in east Tennessee also, (Mullett), INDIANA - Second peak flight 

at Vincennes April 17-18. (Hamilton). ILLINOIS - Hatching as 

far north as Champaign. Egg-layiny continuing. (Decker). 

TEXAS - Medium to heavy local infestation on small grains and 
vetch in Rockwall County. Ten to twenty larvae per square 

foot. (Garner). 


CORN EARWORM and FALL ARMYWORM reported on sweet corn 
at Sanford, FLORIDA. (Wilson). 


CUTWORMS - ILLINOIS - Average of 2 per square foot in red clover 
and alfalfa fields in northwest, northeast and central areas, (Decker). 
LOUISIANA - Heavy populations of variegated cutworm on alfalfa in 
Bossier Parish. (Newsom). TENNESSEE - The cutworm reported 
in widespread infestations in pasture fields (see CEIR, Vol. 4, No. 16, 
page 306) for past two weeks has been identified as Agrotis qladiaria. 
(Mullett), MISSISSIPPI - Twenty black cutworm (Agrotis ypsilon) 
adults collected in light traps at Stoneville during week. This com- 
pares with 6 last week. Fifteen variegated cutworm (Peridroma 
margaritosa) moths taken against 3 last week. Surveys in Bolivar 
and Washington Counties of this species show average of l. 7 larvae 
per square foot in oats, 2.6 in barley, 1 per square foot in wheat 
fields and 10.5 per square foot in pastures. Twenty-two yellow- 
Striped armyworm (Prodenia ornithogalli) moths collected at light 
traps against 5 last week. (Dunnam). 


CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - PENNSYLVANIA - 
About same as last year in most of State but less in western area. 
(Negley). DELAWARE - Infestation continues. (Late News). VIR- 
GINIA - Infestation general in Staunton area, Population moderate, 
1 to 3 larvae per plant, and fairly uniform in many fields. (Woodside). 
ILLINOIS - Average of 28 per square foot in eastern area, 16 in 
northeast, 10 in northwest and 27 in central area. (Decker). 
NORTH CAROLINA - One larva per square foot in field of alfalfa 
near Statesville. (Mitchell, Apr. 20), IOWA - Fairly abundant 
over State, averaging less than one larva per plant in Grundy 
County and three to five per plant in Marshall and Story Counties.

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LYGUS BUGS - UTAH - Moderately numerous on alfalfa in Box

High infestations reported in red clover. Plants already showing 
yellowing and dying.

on alfalfa in Yuma area. Up to 20 or 30 per leaf. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ns 


CLOVER WEEVILS - TENNESSEE - Large numbers of Hypera meles 
and H, nigrirostris being found in clover fields over State. (Mullett). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - DELAWARE - Prevalent in 
Kent County. (Late News). 


GARDEN FLEAHOPPER (Halticus bracteatus) - FLORIDA - Nymphs 
and adults abundant in patches of white clover at Gainesville. (Hetrick). 


CLOVER ROOT BORER (Hylastinus obscurus) - VIRGINIA - Adults 
flying in Staunton area. (Woodside). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - PENNSYLVANIA - Reported 
from near Warrington, Bucks County. New county record. (Negley). 
DELAWARE - Injury noticeable in most untreated fields over year 
old. (Late News), MARYLAND - Average of 4 to ll adults per 50 
Sweeps and 3.8 to 19.4 larvae per sweep in five counties, Wor- 
cester to Montgomery. Damage noticeable in all fields surveyed, 
heaviest in Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). UTAH - Adults 
rather numerous in several untreated alfalfa fields at Weber, Salt 
Lake, Utah and Carbon Counties. Small numbers of larvae in some 
southern areas. (Knowlton). 


ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - MONTANA - Moderate 
to heavy infestations in Yellowstone,Rosebud and Cascade Counties; 
light to moderate in Fergus and Chouteau Counties. (Roemhild). 
KANSAS - Larvae maturing in alfalfa. (Matthew). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - TEXAS - Medium 
infestation on clover in Willacy County. (Griffith). 


SPITTLEBUG - VIRGINIA - Hatching in Staunton area. Numbers low 
compared with recent years. Hatch probably not complete. (Woodside). 
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MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - MARYLAND - 
Average of 4.5 to 110 nymphs per 50 stems of alfalfa in six counties. 
Heaviest populations in Montgomery, Carroll and Queen Annes Counties. 
Increased from 22 nymphs per 50 stems in one field in Carroll 
County to 110 per 50 stems in four days. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Conspicuous on alfalfa, common on red clover. (Late 
News). PENNSYLVANIA - Generally much more abundant than in 
1953, (Negley), NORTH CAROLINA - Infestation of alfalfa general 
in Iredell County, Average most fields one per square yard. Clover 
affected to lesser degree, Moderate in Yadkin, Rowan, Cleveland. 
Counties, (Mitchell). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO - Aphids in alfalfa continue to be major 
problem. Some older fields showing considerable honeydew and 
areas up to l acre appear milled. (Dobsoni. 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - IOWA - Abundant 
and damaging over most of State. One adult per square foot in alfalfa 
and red clover. Some spraying in young sweetclover. (Gunderson). 
KANSAS - Generally light infestation in fields.and along roadsides 

in several north central counties. (Matthew ). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - PENNSYLVANIA - Outbreak pro- 
portions in south central and southeastern area alfalfa beginning to 
Show severe injury in some sections. Some disease noted. Pre- 
valent in northwest area but being attacked by disease and predators. 
Outbreak under control by disease and parasites in western counties. 
(Pepper, Menusan, Adams, Udine). MARYLAND - Continuing to 
build up in most alfalfa and causing considerable damage. Average 
of 39 to 141 aphids per sweep in six counties. Talbot to Montgomery. 
A fungus disease beginning to spread. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Heavy from Mt. Pleasant southward. (Late News). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Many fields of alfalfa in Iredell County with 
100 percent of plants having a few aphids. (Mitchell, Apr. 20). 
ILLINOIS - Average of 250 per sweep on alfalfa, 53 per square foot 
on red clover in west southwest area, 230 per sweep on alflafa in 
east southeast area, 150 per sweep in alfalfa in southeast, and 1 

or less per sweep in alfalfa in eastern, northeast and northwest 
sections, (Decker), KANSAS - Infesting alfalfa in nearly all counties 
of eastern two-thirds of State.

INDIANA - Thirty-three percent pupation of 
larvae under trunk bands, April 20. Winter mortality very light in 
Vincennes area. (Hamilton). 


SPIDER MITES - NEW JERSEY - European red mite (Metatetranychus 
ulmi) hatching. (Farley). PENNSYLVANIA - European red mite 

eggs hatched in southeastern area. (Pepper, Menusan). MARYLAND- 
European red mite hatching April 20 at Hancock. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
WEST VIRGINIA - Tetranychus spp. light in Kearneysville area, al- 
most all on weed cover. Some egg-laying. (Hamstead). Bryobia 
praetiosa nymphs in one orchard. (Hamstead). OHIO - Over- 
wintering eggs of European red mite started to hatch April 20. Due 

to warm weather hatching proceeding rapidly. Hibernating two- 
spotted spider mites now on apple foliage and oviposition has started. 
Also noted on ground cover. (Cutright), INDIANA - European red 
mite still hatching in Vincennes area.

Rosy apple aphid abundant for time of year, No reproduction to 
April 23, (Cutright). INDIANA - Multiplying rapidly in Orleans 
area and threaten considerable damage. (Marshall). ILLINOIS - 
Apple aphid increasing, Moderate mfestations some areas of southern 
counties. (Chandler). MICHIGAN - Apple grain and apple aphids 
very numerous on apples in Grand Rapids.

INDIANA - 
Adults increasing in peach and apple orchards in Vincennes area , 
but average population very low. (Hamilton). ILLINOIS - Some 
increase in southern area.

RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - MARY - 
LAND - Egg masses abundant at Hancock. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Hatching. (Pepper, Menusan). NEW JERSEY - 
More moths than usual in some apple orchards. (Farley). WEST 
VIRGINIA - Egg masses on apple comparatively scarce in Kearneys- 
ville area. (Hamstead), INDIANA - First-brood eggs hatching at 
Vincennes April 16; peak hatch April 19. (Hamilton). MISSOURI- 

A few very small larvae on water sprouts April 21 in Cape Girardeau 
area, (Wkly. Rept. Fr. Grs.). 


FRUIT TREE LEAF ROLLER (Archips argyrospila) and ORIENTAL 
FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) appeared in bait pails in Wilkes 
County, North Carolina, April 8. (Turnipseed). 
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CATFACING INSECTS - MARYLAND - Tarnished plant bugs first 
appeared at Hancock April 2, Stink bugs in peach orchards 
Aprill2. (U.Md., Ent. Dept.), PENNSYLVANIA - Very abun- 
dant on peaches, (Pepper, Menusan). INDIANA - Stink bugs still 
active in Vincennes area, (Hamilton), ILLINOIS - Some local 
increases in southern area. (Chandler), MICHIGAN - Tarnished 
plant bug (Lygus lineolaris) seasonably abundant at Eau Claire, 
Sodus, Kalamazoo, Battle Creek, Lansing and Coloma. (Hutson, 
Apr. 4), 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - NORTH CAROLINA 
Started hatching week of April 11 in Wilkes County, peak week of 
April 18. (Turnipseed). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - TEXAS - Heavy wide- 
spread infestation on peaches in northeast area; much heavier than 
last year. (Davis). 


A MELOID (Pomphopoea aenea) - VIRGINIA - Found causing con- 
siderable damage to apple blossoms April 5. (Willey). 


EASTERN TENT CATERPILLAR (Malacosoma americanum) - 
MARYLAND - Appearing on wild cherry and other trees, Talbot. t0 
Montgomery Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Appears 
more abundant in Richmond area than for many years. Practically 

all wild cherry infested; some have up to 8 or 10 webs per tree. 
(Willey), NORTH CAROLINA - Reported from many counties. (Scott ). 


BLACK CHERRY APHID (Myzus cerasi) - PENNSYLVANIA - Hatching 
in southeastern area, (Pepper, Menusan). UTAH - Becoming 
injuriously abundant in some northern cherry orchards. Severe 
curling in many Washington County orchards. (Knowlton). 


PAPAYA FRUIT FLY (Toxotrypana curvicauda) - FLORIDA - Re- 
ported on papaya at Sanford. Adults collected ovipositing in one 
small planting. (Wilson). 


CRANBERRY WEEVIL (Anthonomus musculus) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Collected on wild highbush blueberry in Bladen County April 18 by 
B. B. Fulton. No injury reported, but occurrence in this area 


has been in doubt. Only previous record for State is from Stedman, 
(Mitchell), 
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A PECAN PHYLLOXERA (Phylloxera sp.) - TEXAS - Heavy wide- 
spread infestation on pecan and hickory in Camp County. (Randolph). 


PECAN LEAF CASEBEARER (Acrobasis juglandis) - TEXAS - Heavy 
local infestation on pecan near Freeport. Severe on large trees but 
very little damage expected. (Davis). 


PECAN NUT CASEBEARER (Acrobasis caryae) - TEXAS - Medium 
local infestation on pecan in Brazoria County, Ovipositing in Gulf 
Coast area. (Davis).

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Second Statement of Beet Leafhopper Conditions in Utah, Western Colorado, 


Southern Nevada, Southeastern California and Central Arizona - 1954 


Additional data have substantiated the information released March 1 
that the beet leafhopper population in the southern breeding area of 
southern Utah, southern Nevada, southeastern .California, western 
and southern Arizona is light and the acreage of spring host plants 
less than in 19538. A movement of the leafhoppers to the cultivated 
districts of southern Utah and southern Nevada started in late 

March, This probably reached its peak about mid-April and is ex- 
pected to be of light magnitude. Additional leafhopper movements 
may be expected in the central Arizona and southern Nevada, southern 
Utah areas in late April or early May. The leafhopper movement 

to the agricultural areas of northern Utah and western Colorado will 
be light and will probably start by late April and early May, 
Approximately 1 percent of the leafhoppers collected from the southern 
breeding area in February and March were carrying the curly-top 
virus, compared to about 15 percent in the same period in 1953. The 
beet leafhopper population in the breeding areas of northern Utah 
bordering Great Salt Lake and Utah Lake is light and the anticipated 
leafhopper movement is expected to be light as it was in 1903, 
Approximately 1 percent of the leafhoppers collected from the 
northern Utah breeding areas in 1954 were carrying the curly-top virus. 
Precipitation that occurred in late February and March in southern 
and western Arizona germinated additional host plants of the leaf- 
hopper. A movement of the leafhoppers from these and other southern 
breeding areas to the cultivated districts of southern Utah and 
southern Nevada started in early April. A light population of nymphs 
in the southern breeding areas is expected to mature and move to 
cultivated districts of Utah, Nevada, and western Colorado in early 
May. The host plants in the local breeding areas of northern Utah 
have suffered from lack of precipitation and are unfavorable for 
producing a large spring brood. According to present indications, 

the leathopper brood in the local breeding areas probably will mature 
by late May and start moving to the cultivated districts of northern 
Utah and western Colorado. However, if precipitation and tempera- 
ture should be above normal during the next 3 weeks, there could 

be an earlier and greater movement of leafhoppers. (Dorst, 
Knowlton).

Severe infestation in small red pines in Cumberland County. (Pepper). 


A SPIDER MITE (Paratetranychus milleri) - LOUISIANA - General 
light to moderate infestation of loblolly and short leaf pines in 
northern counties. (Newsom). 


GREAT BASIN TENT CATERPILLAR - UTAH - Becoming increasingly 
damaging to poplar and cottonwood in St. Georye area. Damage to 
popular and willow along Virgin River from Rockville to Santa Clara 
also increasing. (Knowlton, Apr. 19). 


A SCALE (Aonidiella orientalis) - FLORIDA Severe infestation 
on coconut palms at Cortez. (Bichner). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - 
ARIZONA - Abundant on Italian cypress. (Ariz. Coop Rept. Apr. 16). 


A CERAMBYCID (Anoplodera nitens) - TEXAS - Light local infestation 
on young pine seedlings in Liberty, Hardin and Chambers Counties. 
(Lee). 


PINE SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora parallela) - TEXAS - Lighter than 
1953 on young pine in Liberty, Hardin and Chambers Counties. 
Infestation was medium in 1953, (Lee). 


FLETCHER SCALE (Lecanium fletcheri) - PENNSYLVANIA - Rather 
heavy infestation on Taxus in Clinton County. (Gesell). 


A COCONUT WEEVIL (Eucoptus depressus Woll.) - FLORIDA - One 
female was intercepted recently in California on coconuts that 

came from Miami, If this is an established infestation in Miami, it 
is the first report of this species in the United States. There:seems 
to be nor record of any economic injury to palms caused by this 
insect and apparently it is not considered of consequence as a pest. 
(State Plant Board). 


AZALEA LACEBUG (Stephanitis pyrioides) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Abundant on azalea in Raleigh. (Smith). 


CUTWORMS - VIRGINIA - Unusually severe and widespread damage 
to narcissus blossoms in Gloucester County. (Willey). 


AN APHID (Aphis lutescens) - ARIZONA - Heavy infestations on 
Oleander general in Tucson. (Ariz. Coop. Rept., Apr. 16). 


IVY APHID (Aphis hederae) - PENNSYLVANIA - Unusually abundant 
on English ivy in Center County. (Pepper). 


POPLAR VAGABOND APHID (Mordwilkoja vagabunda) - MONTANA- 
Causing galls on cottonwood in Cascade, Hill and Liberty Counties. 
(Roemhild), 
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A SCALE INSECT (Ceroplastes ceriferus) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
. Found infesting camellias in Brunswick and Stanly Counties. 
First record of this insect for State. (Wray), 


COTTONY-CUSHION SCALE (Icerya purchasi) - TEXAS - Heavy 
infestation on ornamentals in San Jacinto County, (Brumbelow). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - First of season 
on cotton in McLennan and Falls Counties April 16. Weevils found 
in 4 of 18 fields inspected during week ending April 23. Average of 
30 per acre. (Parencia et al). 


THRIPS - TEXAS - Inspections in 18 fields in McLennan and Falls 
Counties showed none in 3 fields, light in 13, medium in 2. Migration 
to cotton from drying vegetation may be expected earlier than usual 
unless rains occur, (Parencia et al). 


SPIDER MITES - TEXAS - Light to medium infestation in 1 of 18 
fields examined in McLennan and Falls Counties. (Parencia et al). 


APHIDS - TEXAS - Inspections in 18 cotton fields in McLennan

WHITEFLIES - ARIZONA - Occurrring in all cotton fields checked 
in Marana, Eloy, Casa Grande, Mohawk and Yuma areas. Average 
from about 50 per 100 plants » 6 to 10 per plant, with neavier con- 
centrations around borders. Some fields treated, though not 
generally regarded as causing great damage. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.).

CATTLE GRUBS - UTAH - Heel flies have caused serious running 
of cattle in parts of Carbon and Emery Counties. (Knowlton).

STORED-GRAIN INSECTS - MONTANA - Light to moderate damage 
during winter in scattered spots over State. (Roemhild).

shield scale (Pulvinaria psidii) noted on gardenia at Osprey. (Bickner). 
A scale (Odonaspis penicillata) average 50 per square foot of plant 

on bamboo in South Miamai, (Light), Potato aphid (Macrosiphum 
solanifolii) on potatoes at La Crosse, (Van Pelt), Striped cucumber 
beetle on watermelon near Milton. (McCall). Thrips infesting

Insect Situation, Hawaii, first Quarter of 1954 


ANTHRIBID BEETLE - About 20 specimens were collected around 
a building during the first week of March at Pearl Harbor. This 
beetle is thoughtto be new to the Territory. No host plant was found 
at the time, but soon after one adult was found in a dried capsule 

of Datura metel. The capsule came from Kaneohe, Oahu, where 

it had been drying on the plant for about four months. 


ORCHIDFLY (Eurytoma orchidearum) has been found widespread 
recently on Oahu and has since spread to Hawaii and Maui. 


NUTGRASS ARMYWORM (Laphygma exempta) and ARMYWORM 
(Pseudaletia unipuncta) caused great damage on the island of Hawaii 
where they were attacking Cynodon dactylon, Pennisetum clandestinum, 
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Panicum maximum Bromus sp., and Paspalum dilatatum. While 
damage was widely distributed on the island, it was particularly 
severe in Kohala, where a. total of 8, 000 acres of good pasture 
land was attacked by both species. The population density was over 
oO larvae per square yard. The larvae of P. unipuncta were 
heavily attacked by a polyhedral virus. It was not unusual to find 
7-12 diseased larvae per square foot. In the Kau district Meteorus 
laphygmae was the most effective parasite and cocoons were ob- 
served by the thousands. Other predators and parasites observed 
were Oechalia kaonohi, Achaetoneura archippivora, Chaetogaedia 


monticola, Archytas cirphis, Hyposoter exiquae, Euplectrus 
plathyoenae, Apanteles marginiventris, Ichneumon laetus, I. cupitus, 
Chelonus blackburni, C, texanus, Pristomerus pacificus appalachianus, 


and mynah birds. (Weber).
